THE WAR. 
RATES FROM sr. LOUIS. 

The conflict between the Baltimore & Ohio 
and the Pennsylvania Railroad still continues 
without any apparent change as far as this city 
is concerned. The passenger rates from St. 
Louis have been restored to ante-war prices by 
the Pennsylvania Railroad Company. The 
managers of the litter claim that the Baltimore

ARCHIE WILLIAMS AND LINCOLN.

Quivoyx, III., March 18.—i read with great in- 
terest and pleasure your reply to our mutual 
friend, J. K. Magie, in Tae Trisune. I havea 
picture of Lincoln that is a perfect likeness as 
he appeared at the time of his nomination for 
the Presidency. It is a fine steel-engraving, and 
I have often wondered why some enterprising 
publisher has not got hold of the plate and thus 
realized a fortune. These pictures, in 1860, 
wore sold by W. H. Eddy (“ Horse”), who per- 
haps bas also a copy.

Cakes weighing hun- 
dreds of tons lay piled up several feet where the 
road had been, and were even throw clear 
across the road over the fence into the fields. 
It was through that low, gully-like piece of land 
that it was thought the river would make its 
way if the ice-gorge did not give way when the 
high water came. But for the fact that the up- 
per end of the gorge had worn away almost to 
that point, there is no dotibt the flood would 


have been forced through there, and much 


greater damage would have followed than re- 
sulted from the inundation of yesterday, 

A few hundred feet west of the residence of 
Wade Buckley, which is in the extreme upper 
part of Germantown, the river turns away from 
the road, and a flat of séveral acres reaches out 
to the river’s edge. When the flood reached the 
flat the channel became blocked below, and the 
whole mass became for a time stationary. Pres- 
ently, under the great pressure of the body of 
ic6 above, the flood took another course, and 
commenced sweeping through a low part of the 


| flat, which would take it on the east side of Buck- 
| ley’s house, aud directly across the road. It was 


necessary for the parties in the sleigh to pass 
that spot first. Again Buchanan plied the whip, 
and his gallant team cleared the dangerous 
ground a length ahead of the wave, which swept 
across the road the next instant, and was soon 
carrying destruction before it in Upper German- 
town. 

SOENE AT THE DESTRUCTION OF THE 

BRIDGE. 

The last man on the iron railroad bridge was 
Robert Frampton, & superintendent of track in 
the Erie employ. An engine, run by Billy 
Morris, had been making trips between the de- 
pot aud the bridge. carrying Supt. Thomas and 
others. The last trip, they started to eross the 
bridge, and were going over it slowly. Besides 
the engine and Mr. Thomas, there were on the 
lobomotive Engineer Van Wormer, Conductor 
Gorr, and two others.

They 
were half-way across the bridge, and, in looking 
back over the track, Mr. Van Wormer replied : 
„es, and the bridge is moving. too!“ 

Supt. Thomas saw that the bridge was 
swaying to and fro, and evidently getting 
beyond the control of its braces and supporters. 
Billy“ Morris at once reversed his engine, and, 
although the ice was rapidly rising toward the 
very tiers on the bridge, and the structure began 
to tremble and crack, he dared only to move at a 
slow and most careful rate, for otherwise the jar 
would have hastened the fall of the bridge, and 
hurled them all among the surging mass of ice 
below. When they reached the span on this side 
of the river, the others were swiuging like a sus- 

nsion bridge, and the ice was rolling up in 

uge billows beneath it. The engine got off the 
bridge in safety, and the shout that arose from 
those upon it showed how deep was their relief. 
Mr. Frampton, who was on the track at this end 
of the bridge at the moment the engine returned.

in Ball street. A Sister of Charity walked by the 
side of the sleich in which the dying girl was 
placed, and heid her hand while she comfort ed 
her with cheering words. 

A poor widow, living in Germantown, the 
morning of the flood, came to this place to order 
a coffin for her babv, which had died the night 
before. She left her house and the corpsé with 
her daughtet, aged 5 years. While the bereaved 
mother was absent the flood came rolling down 
the flats. A man living near ran to her house, 
and endeavored to induce the little girl to leave 
it. She refused to leave her dead brother. The 
man picked ber up, and carried ber, weeping and 
screaming, to a place of safety. When 
he released her she ran swiftly back to her 
mother’s deserted house and re-entered it, 
She remained but an instant, and then ran 
out with the dead baby in her arms, The fload 
was but a short distance away, and bearing dowa 
upon the ground the little girl had to cross with 
her burden. She reached a safe position before 
the wave of ice rolled by, and, looking back to 
see her humble home erushed to atoms in the 
mass of ice, she started in search of her mother. 
The latter. when the alarm was sounded, hasten- 
ed to return home, and met her littie girl carry- 
ing the lifeless baby in the midst of the crowd 
that thronged the high ground. The scene that 
followed is indescribable. 

The wife of Patrick Creighton, a cripple, car- 
ried him ont of the house, which was battered 
in by the ice before they knew of its near ap- 
proach. Indoing this she at the same time 
maintained control of nine smal! children, bring- 
ing them all to safe places. An old lady living 
alone refused to léave her house at all, and was 
carried w'th it 25 feet among the ice, and. landed 
high on a huge cake, Sue remained in the house 
during the whole of the terrific strife of the 
elements about her.

breweries, distilleries, manufactories, or other 
buildings where articles subject to duty or 
taxation are stored. In copying this act, 
some very important omissions occur; for 
instance, such words as ‘‘under the provis- 
ions of this act,” etc., and it is thought that 
these omissions will enable the Collectors, 
Assessors, and their deputies to exceed the 
functions originally intended to be delegated 
to them, and that much injustice and black- 
mailing will result therefrom. Some time ago 
the Revenue Reform Association petitioned 
Tor a suspension of the operation of the Re- 
vised Statutes until they could be carefully 
compared with the laws; and, if there are 
many such instances as the one quoted, the 
demand was entirely reasonable. 


There is to be no relief from the heavy in- 
fliction imposed by the amended Postal law 
doubling the rate on third-class mail matter, 
Postmaster-General JxwxLL having decided 
that he has no power to postpone the opera- 
tion of the law except as applying to the of- 
fices now overstocked with this class of mail 
matter. So that there is additional reason 
for the people of Minnesota to feel pleased 
with the failure of Senator Ramsry to secure 
a re-election, for it now transpires that it 
is to him that we are indebted for the 
odious amendment. Ramsey, as Chairman of 
the Committee on Post-Offices and Post-

THE COLOR LINE IN THE SOUTH. 

We have heretofore urged the necessity 
and wisdom of abolishing the color line in 
Southern politics, and have pointed out how 
much better it would be for the negroes of 
the Southern States to abandon their race 
organization and assimilate themselves with 
the white people who compose the political 
parties. Divided, as members of the Démo- 
cratic and Republican parties, the colored 
people would have the support and protec- 
tion of both parties, while, so long as they 
remain united as a race, they will be but a 
faction within one party, and perpetuate 
an antagonizing of races in which they will 
always be defeated. 80 long as the 
colored people insist upon being a solid 
body in political mattters, so long will they 
force the white race into the opposing party, 
thus giving the Democratic party an ascend- 
ency in those States which it would not have 
under other circumstances. The political is- 
sues at the South are theoretically the same 
as before the War, and the white people 
there, though seemingly a unit during the 
Rebellion, have retained their old political 
divisions of séntiment. The maintenance 
of the color line forces anti-Democratic 
whites into the Democratic party, and pre- 
vents the organization in those States of the 
old National Union party. How strong that 
sentiment was it is only necessary to refer to 
the vote at the Presidential election in 1860. 
The vote of the slave States was as follows,

Unton majority over Secession vote 

Here, then, even in 1860, there was a sol- 
emn protest by a majority of the people of 
the slave-holding States against secession and 
disunion. Taken separately, Vifginia, Ten- 
nessee, Georgia, Louisiana, Missouri, Mary- 
land, Kentucky, and Delaware voted by de- 
cided majorities against the secession or dis- 
union party. The old Whig, National Union, 
and Doveras Union Democratic sentiment is 
probably as strong comparatively among the 
white people of the South to-day as it was in 
1860. The fire-eaters of South Carolina pre- 
cipitated the Civil War by the attack on Fort 
Sumter, and the seizure of the forts in North 
Carolina, Georgia, Florida, and Alabama by 
the Democratic State authorities forced the 
War, which might have been averted had the 
‘white people of the South been left free to 
act freely and deliberately. The War once 
begun, the National Union opposition was 
swept away for the time. Aubnaw Jonnson 
is ws much a Union man as Parson 
Browxzow, and is as opposed to the 
old Rebel element to-day as he was 
in 1860-61. All that this strong National 
Union sentiment wants in order to array it- 


The Secretary ‘of the National Revenue | 
Reform Association has discovered a serious 


privileges of revenue officers to enter into 


‘sess their political privileges at a disadvan- 
tage. Gradually, State after State has passed 
beyond the control of the colored people. 
‘Only in South Carolina and Mississippi do 
they hold a supremacy, and in these States 
in due time the power will pass away from 
them. The North, or the General Govern- 
ment, cannot arrest this change, even if 80 
disposed. The majority must rule, and in a 
struggle between the two races, as races, the 
less informed, and less experienced, and less 
educated, must be vanquished. If, however, 


this color line be abandoned, and the colored 


people exhibit a disposition to unite with the 
whites, there will be instantly a division of the 
latter into two parties on old and new politi- 
cal issues. To each of these parties the sup- 
port of a portion of the colored people will be 
a necessity, and both parties of whites will 
become at once the friends and protectors of 
the weaker race, instead of being as 
now united to oppose and oppress it. 
When the negro race at the South divide their 
suffrages between the Democratic and Con- 
servative parties, all the present hatred, prej- 
udice, and bitterness against them will give 
way, and the negro voters will become iden- 
tified with and merged in the general popula- 
tion of the South, sharing its prosperity and 
advancing in intelligence, power, andinfluence, 
under the better feeling and unity of the 
whole. Then every Southern State will have 
its Union, Progressive, or Republican party, 
just as every Northern State has, and the 
power shown by the Union, Whig, DobarAs- 
Democratic people in 1860, strengthened as 
it will be by the events of the War, will in 
time obtain the ascendency, and contribute 
to maintain the national principles and theo- 
ries of our Government. 


HOUSE BILL NO. 407. 

It is quite possible that the members of 
the House of Representatives at Springfield 
fail to appreciate the importance of this bill. 
We refer to the bill known as H. B. 407, and 
the amendments reported from the Judiciary 
Committee on Friday morning. This bill 
has now been twice before that Committee, 
and received their careful consideration, and 
has been twice reported back with the recom- 
mendation that it be passed. The amend- 
ments reported by the Committee on Friday 
morning propose to take out of the bill the 
words “‘ hereafter executed,” which were put 
in some days ago under a misapprehension 
on the part of the gentleman who moved 
them ; and provide, in language freed from 
ambiguity, the rights which these companies 
shall have to hold real estate, and reserve to 
the State by ample provisions the right to 
enforce by order of the Circuit Court a sale 
of any realty owned by any such company in 
five years after the title to it is acquired. 

It is well known that under the provisions 
of this general law on life.insurance the life 
insurance companies of this and other States 
furnish all the capital which can be borrowed 
in this State at moderate rates of interest, or 
for less than the extremest rates allowed by 
the law. This law, as it has stood since many 
years, specifies the securities upon which 
these companies doing business in this State 
shall invest their funds, and among others di- 
rects this investment in mortgages. Upon 
the faith of this law these investments have 
been made to an enormous extent. It is the 
money obtained upon these mortgages, upon 
long time, which has chiefly contributed to 
lift Chieago from its ashes and reconstruct 


the city. Without these investments it could |

not have been done. 

It now appears that a question has been 
made under alate decision of the Supreme 
Court in the case of Carrots os . East St. 
Louis, which raises a doubt as to the right. of 
these mortgagees to purchase in the 
mortgaged property at a foreclosure sale, 
where there are no higher bidders, and so 


protect their securities. The Court held that 


no corporation, home or foreign, can take 
title to realty in this State without affirmative 
legislative permission. There can be little 
doubt that the direction to take the mortgage 
carries the rest with it; but in every com- 
munity. are dishonest persons and shyster 
lawyers ready to avail themselves of such 
questions to embarrass and delay their credit- 
ors, and bring the credit of the community 
and of the State into disrepute; and this is 
already threatened. If the question were 
now litigated in the courts, a determination 
by the Supreme Court could not be had be- 
fore next January. In the meantime, the 
uncertainty is a formidable obstacle to 
further investment in this way, and we 
understand the principal persons who 
control these investments refuse to eon- 
tinue them or make any further loans 
until the State shall have removed any doubt 
as to their security. The Legislature should 
remove this uncertainty, and do it promptly. 

There is a disposition on the part of cer- 
tain members of the Legislature to insist 
upon retaining in the law the words here- 
after executed,” which would prevent the 
operation of the bill upon existing mort- 
gages, and, indeed, carry a prohibition with 
it. It is impossible that this disposifior can 
have any foundation but absolute dishonesty. 
The investments already made have been 
made in reliance upon the existing law, 
which when passed never contemplated but 
that the companies acting under it took their 
mortgages with all the rights of other mort- 
gagees. Legislation directly ‘tending to im- 
pair the value of these securities, or to en- 
able individuals to repudiate their obliga- 
tions, would be a disgrace to the State and a 
stigma upon its credit which it would be 
long before it could shake off. The bill 
should be passed as quickly as possible as it 
has come from the hands of the Judiciary 
Committee.

to the practical learning of the language as a 
living, speaking tongue. Certainly the 
former class ought not to be deprived of the 
privilege as it is so easy to them, already 
speaking the and acquiring its 
idioms by actual con to learn to read and 
write it; it would be throwing away an op- 
portunity not to do so. As to the latter 
class,—the American children with outside 
German associations, those who are fortu- 
nate enough to nequire a practical knowledge 
of German have an important ally in busi- 
ness; the clerk who speaks German can 
always get better pay, other things being 
equal, than the clerk who does not. These 
considerations make the arbitrary exclusion 
of German as a study wholly impolitic and 
undesirable. 

THE DOGMATIC-SCHOOL CONTROVERSY. 

New York City will probably be the scene 
of the most notable contests over the public- 
school system. It is the largest city and has 
the most conglomergte population in the 
country. Two phases of the controversy are 
already conspicuous there. One, the most 
important, concerns the relations of the Cath- 
olics to de public-school system; the other 
relates to the proposed exclusion of the Ger- 
man language as one of the regular studies of 
the common schools, Both are attracting 
considerabie attention. 

The religious question is, however, the 
more knotty and perplexing one. It has been 
fairly sprung upon New York City. An Irish. 
priest, the Rev. Father WaLKn, has been 
preaching the most vehement philippies 
against the public schools. . The following is 
a sample extract from a sermon preached by 
him a week ago yesterday : 

“ Woe be to the parents,” shouted he in the manner 
of one hurling anathemas, woe be to the parents who 
send their children to these public schools! Woe be 
those who secretly favor them in their hearts ! I would 
not like to be in their places om the day of judgment 
The public schools are the nurseries of vice. They are 
Godless schools, and they who send their children to 
them cannot expect the merey of God. They ought 
not to expect the sacraments of the Church in their 
dying moments. I hope you and I will live to see the 
day when it will be understood that parents who com- 
mit this t sin will be refused the sacraments of the 
Church, ‘What! let them die without the rites of the 
Church?“ you will ask. Tes, I sayso. I would as 
soon administer the sacraments to a dog as to such 
Catholics.” 

This kind of language, which acquires ad- 
ditional force from the sanctity of its pulpit 
atterance, is not lost upon a large Catholic 
population which, in New York City, is also 
possessed of vast political power. 

The controversy has taken even a more 
practical shape in New York. The demand 
of the Catholics is either that they shall be 
exempt from taxation for public school sup- 
port, or that they shall have a portion of the 
public fund set aside for the support of their 
sectarian schools. The ultraists take the for- 
mer ground; the more conservative Catholics 
hope for some compromise whereby the lat- 
ter may be reached. To this end the Trus- 
tees of the Roman Catholic ‘‘ parochial 
schools” have made a formal demand for 
a portion of the school fund, and it is 
that the Board of School 


to hold an official conference with them. 
Theré are as many as fifty of these Roman 
Catholic parochial schools in New York, and 
the attendance is estimated as high as 30,000 
pupils. There is said to be between $2,000,- 
000 and $3,000,000 invested in this kind of 
school property, and the schools are main- 
tained at a cost of about $250,000 a year. 
Under the former administration of the City 
Government (the Twazp-Conno.iiy-Sweeny- 
Haz administration), these parochial schools 
received some portion of the public funds by 
being included under the general class of 
“ charitable institutions. But this contribu- 
tion, altogether unwarranted by law, was cut 
off when Mayor Havemeryer was elected, and it 
is not likely that it will soon be renewed. The 
demand now is that a portion of the public- 
school fund shall be set aside for the support 
of these schools, at the pro rata rate for 
actual attendance, which the ultra-Catholics 
maintain to be reasonable. The idea of a com- 
promise entertained in the School Board is 
that the property of the dogmatic parochial 
schools shall be acqnired by the Board, and 
sustained for Catholie pupils. But they will 
be restrained by the law, which provides that 
„No ‘school shall be entitled to or receive 
any portion of the school’ moneys in. which 
the religious doctrines or tenets of any par- 
ticular Christian or other religious sect shall 
be taught.“ The most that could be con- 
ceded to the dogmatic parochial schools, if 
they became a part of the public-school sys- 
tem, would be to permit the reading of the 
Catholic version of the Bible without note 
or comment, This would not, in all prob- 
ability, satisfy tlie Catholic priests. 

The better way ig not to make any conces- 
sions in this matter, ‘The contest is bound 
to come, and it should be fought out on its 
merits. The fundamental error of the Cath. 
olics is in drawing the line between them- 
selves on one side and the Protestants on the 
other, and assuming this to be a division of 
sects. Iꝶ is no such thing. The Protestants 
are again divided into innumerable sebts 
whose dogmatic differences are as wide, in 
some instances, as those of the Catholics and 
Protestants generally. Each of those sects 
have the same right to demand a separate 
mainte for their dogmatic schools, or a 
release from school taxation, as the Catholics.

REPUDIATION AVOWED. 

The Nashville (Tenn.) Banner, ultra-Dem- 
ocratic, presents to the people of Tennessee 
our comments upon the proposition of ex- 
Gov. Warn, of Virginia, who will proDubly 
be the Speaker of the next Democratic House 
of Representatives, that the United States 
Mall assume the debts of all the States. It 
will be remembered that the fifteen pro- 
nounced Democratic States owe $212,000,- 
000, while all the others owe only $109,000,- 
000. The Banner presents the figures 
temptingly to the Democrats of the South, 
and reminds them that slavery Has abolished 
“atthe expense of the South,” intimating 
that here isa small chance of getting part 
compensation therefor. The Banner, how- 
ever, inclines to the opinion that the assump- 
tion of these State debts is but a trifle; and 
indicates that there is a greater deliverance 
from debt than any which is offered by such 
a proceeding. It says: 

Tux Trrevns is one of the credulous minority who 
believe, or pretend to beijeve, that the national debt 
will ever be paid, In the estimation of many others, 
even payment of the interest is doubtful, 

Of course, if the Democratic party proposes 
to repudiate the principal of the public debt, 
and even to stop payment on the interest, 
then, of course, the assumption of the State 
debts becomes a very insignificant matter. If 
the national debtis to be repudiated, to in- 
clude in that repudiation $300,000,000 more 
would not add very seriously to the dishon- 
esty and disgrace of the proceeding. If the 
Banner is authorized to speak for the Demo- 
cratic party, or even for the Democrats of 
Tennessee, that the policy of the party aims 
at the repudiation of the national debt, and 
will not be satisfied with the small game of 
assuming the State debts except to repudiate 
them also, then we are prepared to admit that 
Gov. Wa.krr’s proposition is a small affair 
compared with that which the Banner so 
candidly avows.

THE REBELLION AND THE PROTECTIVE 
| TARIFF. 

The enormous outlay for carrying on the 
war to put down the: Rebellion, and the ne- 
cessity for a large increase of revenue, were 
the occasion and pretext for the enactment of 
the high tariff act which now presses down 
with so heavy weight on the industry of the 
nation. The protective tariff is thus admit- 
ted to be the fruit and offspring of the Re-. 
bellion, and it might be expected that the 
fruit would be of the same kind as the tree 
on which it grew, and the child like the 
father by whom it was begot. This we find, 
greatly to the damage and cost of the country 
to be only too true. And if we but look at 
the evil and injury Which have been wrought 
upon the country by both the tariff and the 
Rebellion, we shall be struck with the mar- 
velous likeness there is in the ruin done by 
one to that done by the other; that they 
differ more in degree than in kind, the tariff 
being often the worse and more fatal of the 
two; and that they are of the same breed of 
monsters, ‘“* twinn’d at one birth,“ both of 
the same wicked begetting, and of the same 
malignant and deadly natare. 

It may be seen, first, that they are both 
great wasters of funds, and most energetic 
creators of debt. That we havea debt of 
such enormous size is due in the start to the 
Rebellion, but thatit has swollen to such 
vast proportions; that the country must stag- 
ger and bow down under the load for so long 
a time; and that, when it pays it at last it 
can only do so at a vastly increased cost, and, 
indeed, be compelled to pay it not once only, 
and in full, but over and over again,—for 
this we have to thank the tariff. The origi- 
nal debt is to be paid to those who furnished 
the means with which the Rebellion 
was crushed, and who have a just 
claim to their money; but this 
additional sum, which is more than 
double or treble the amount of the former, is 
to go to those who, so far from advancing a 
dollar to the country when in need, took 
advantage of its sore distress to plunder the 
people. The tariff is a device for paying off 
our debt, and its leading features is, that, 
where one dollar goes to the creditor to Whom 
it is due, two or three dollars go to those to 
whom it is not due. Where protection puts 
one dollar into the National Treasury, it puts 
two or three dollars into the pockets of the 
protected classes. The amount needed to 
discharge the debt by this method must be 
doubled, trebled, and even quadrupled. To 
put down the Rebellion and save the Union 
was found to be a big job and to cost a huge 
sum, but to hold up protection, and by its 
means save the national credit, will be found 
to bo à bigger job, and its cost two or three 
times as much: 

It would be incredible that such a scheme 
for increasing the taxation and burdens of the 
people could be passed, and that men and 
parties could be so managed and manipulated 
that there could be no way found in which 
the country can. pay its debt and save its 
credit save by paying the full amount of 
what it owes, over and over again, to a priv- 
ileged class, if the thing were not being done 
right before our eyes. The people, for every 
single dollar they pay to a creditor to whom 
they owe it, are paying two or three dollars 
to some one to whom they owe nothing, and 


cheapest and best way in ‘which it can be 
done. The country is taught that this mode 
of raising revenue by a protective tariff has 
more wisdom. in it than any other that the 
wit of man has been able to devise, and that 
a country prospers most when it pays its debt 


whom it is due, and several times to the 
party to whom it is not due. 

So far, then, as rebellion and protection 
make themselves felt in the debt and taxation 


nature and to work out the same disastrous 
consequences, only the tariff is the more pow- 
erful and mischievous of the two. The debt 


by a protective tariff. Rebel iron-clads and 
Confederate cruisers are not so destructive to 
merchant ships, and cannot sweep them so 
clean from the seas, as will a high tariff. 
Buccaneers and pirates of the Gulf have no 
such terror for a mercantile marine as have 
the Collectors of Customs, and the scourge of 
the Rebellion is far less fatal to it than is the 
scourge of protection. There may be some 
escape found from, or some resistance made 
against, the open assaults of the rebel or the 
foe, but against the subtle, ceaseless, and 
deadly force of a tariff there is no defense, 
and from it no escape. 

So far as destructive quality is regarded, 
protection has shown itself to be far more 
effective than rebellion in the rapidity and 
completeness with which it can make ruin 
and havoc with the finest commercial marine 
and not leave a single ship afloat. 

And as to accumulating debt, crippling the 
industry, and destroying the resources of a 
nation, war and rebellion are no match for 
protection. The tariff will make the bigger 
debt, bind it for the longer time on the backs 
of the people, and protect them after such a 
fashion that the only way they can pay what 
they do owe will be to pay three times as 
much that they do not owe. 


SOUTHERN FOLLY. 

The Cincinnati Commercial and Lonisville 
Courier-Journal, which have been squabbling 
for some time past about lotteries and things 
that were of no special interest outside the 
respective newspaper offices, have now locked 
horns upon a question which has a general 
interest. The subject-matter in dispute is 
substantially as follows: The Commercial 
took the grounds in the course of the contro- 
versy that the Southern people were gon- 
quered ; that there were people in the South 
who were not Rebels; that the Rebel 
faction has been dealt with most gen- 
erously by the National Government; 
and that as the conquerors the Govern- 
ment had the right to prescribe certain 
conditions, among them the constitutional 
amendments, which would reduce the chances 
of future rebellions. The Cowrier-/ournal 
in reply incloses about a dozen lines of 
answer in a column of irrelevant personality, 
and this answer includes two statements: 
first, the South was a unit during the War, 
and the Rebels did and the ex-Rebels do own 
it”; and, second, the South had a recog- 
nized constitutional right of property in 
map.” This right might have been annulled 
with respect to the üghting Rebels, but its 
abrogation as to old men, infants, and 
women, as to minors and non-combatants, 
„as such an act of confiscation as the 
world has not known within two centuries.” 

This is the aubstanceof the quarrel as it now 
stands. Tue CMA Tam has no dispo- 
sition to interfere with others’ quarrels, but as 
the matter at issue is of general interest, 
Tue Trreone, as a spectator, can make what 
comments it sees fit.

The 
statement of the latter that the South Was & 
unit in the Rebellion is simply absurd, and 
only shows that its editor has not yet recov- 
ered from the insanity which urged him into 
the Rebellion and drove him to take up arms 
in defense of human slavery, in which he had 
no financial interest and in which he only 
acted as an agent or tool of the slaveholders. 
Has he forgotten how many Union men there 
were in Kentucky, Missouri, West Virginia, 
and Maryland? Does he not know of the 
sufferings of Union men and women in East- 
ern Tennessee, in certain districts of North 
Carolina and Texas, and in the mountain 
regions of Georgia and Alabama? Does he 
not know that fully one-third, perhaps one- 
half, of the fighting Rebels were not in fa 
of the disunion cause for which they were 
fighting; that they were driven into re- 
bellion by slaye-owners and demagogues 
who did not go themselves, and that 
it was less ruinous for them to go into the 
army than it was to stay out of it? If he 
does not, then he has not studied the facts of 
the War of the Rebellion sufficiently to qual- 
ify him to discuss with the Commercial or 
any other paper upon the real character of 
that War upon the Southern side. 

The second statement of the Courier-Jour-

THE ACAPULCO BUTCHERY. 
New Tonk, March 2.—The Herald's Acapulco

TERRIBLE RELIGIOUS MASSACRE» 
in that town on the night of Jan. 6. The Rev. 
Mr. Hutchmsvn, pastor of the Presbyterian con- 
gregation of the City of Mexico, was invited to 
Acapulco last year by a lawyer named Procapio 
Diaz and others to organize a new congregation, 
the nucleus of which had already existed 
pearly a year. Finding no suitable substitute, 
Hutchinson came down in December and took 
temporary charge of the new church. Abont 
ninety persons were found desirous of embrac- 
ing the new doctrine, and an old vacant Catho- 
lic Church was rented. On the 24th of January 
the church was opened in due form, Hutchinson 
preaching twice that day. During the previous 
month 
THREATS HAD BEEN THROWN our 
by adherents of Catholicity against their re- 
ligious opponents. The former claim to have 
been systematically insulted by the Protestants, 
who bad a small newspaper organ. The latter 
evergetically deny having dove anything more 
than fairly discuss sectarian dogmas. A prayer- 
meeting was beld by Hutchinson on the even- 
ing of the 25th, and a similar gathering agreed on 
for the following evening. This meeting was held, 
but Hutchinson was ill and unable to be present. 
The Protestant Church has only two doors, 
both opening on the street. One was closed, 
and the other—that nearer to the town—open. 
In front of the door, between it and the street, 
an umbrageous tree grows. Under the shade of 
this tree, and at either side of the door, watch. 
ing the proceedings within the church, 
THE ASSASSINS, 
numbering some thirty-five or forty men, took 
their siand. Procopio Diaz had addressed the 
congregation in the place of the absent minis- 
ter, and they were singing a hymn when eight or 
ten of the cut-throats outside entered, and, divid- 
ing among themselves, occupied stands near 
either side of the pulpit. Without any sign of 
warning whatever, these 
INCARNATE DEVILS ~< 
bared their murderous machetes [matschatas— 
broadswords], and commenced an indiscriminate 
slaughter of the peaceful inmates of the church, 


2 entirely indiscriminate, for the leader of 


the murderers and one of his men marked out 
Diaz as their special victim. A couple 
of machete blows were aimed at 
his head, which, if received in full 
force, must have terminated his existence. As 
it happened, be had sufficient presence of mind 
to dodge his bead bebind the pulpit, ard a por- 
tion of the board was cut through before the 
weapon reached its mark. He drew his pistol 
and tried to fire, but the assailants were too 
quick for him, and the leader inflicted a ghastly 
gash on his pistol hand. While this was pass- 
ing, 

THE HEROIC WIFE OF DIAZ 
picked up a chair, rushed upon one of her hns- 
band’s would-be murderers, pinned him to the 
wall, and by main force wrenched the machete 
from bis bloody bands. With this she defended 
herself and hastened to the aid of Diaz. 
Perceiving a favorable opportunity, she said to 
her husband. Now fire.” He did so, and 
fatally shot the leader. Within the church a 
bloody and murderous hand-to-hand fight was 
waged for six or eight minutes. The machete 
was wielded with fearful effect.

Mr. Charles K. ‘Landis, the founder and leading 
citizen of Vineland, bad shot Mr. William Car- 
ruth, the editor of the Vineland Independent. 
The prominence of the parties will make a his- 
tory of the case of interess. Landis was the 
original projector of the Town of Vineland. He 
purchased, just before the War, a tract of 50 
square miles on the West Jersey Railroad, and 
by extensive advertising he succeeded in 
selling a large portion of it in lots and 

and building up a flourishing 
settlement. It is altogether to bis enterprise 
that Vineland owes its existence, and he bas al- 
ways taker a very prominent part in affairs here. 
He married, about seven years ago, a daughter 
of Commodore Meade, U. 8. N., then liviug at 
Brooklyn. The father, it may be remembered, 
opposed the match with so much earnestness 
that he was sent to the Bloomingdale Asylum as 
insane, aud while he was confined there his 
daughter was married to Landis. This affair 
caused much comment at the time, and was the 
subject of some unfavorable remarks. Landis 
has always taken a very prominent partin affairs 
bere, seeking to control the community in ac- 
cordance with his own ideas and with his ac- 
cepted title of Father of Vineland,” and has 
made himself rather unpopular among a large 
class of the people. : 

The Vineland J 
tained the following article: 

A prominent Vinelander sat down by the side of his 
loving wife on the sofa, and looked up in her eyes, and 
called her a duck, and a birdie, and rabbit, aud all the 
other endearing names. Then he told her he wanted 
she should learn the use of a revolver, so that in his 
absence she could protect their home and silverware, 
and defend the honor of Vineland, Then he went off 
and bought an elegant seven shooter and a nice target. 
Tien he set up the target in one end of the parlor and 
gave her a first lesson in shooting. Then be told 
her he wanted sho should practice every day. 
Then he went away for a week, When he 
returned he tound the revolver on the other side of 
the looking-giass. The parlor door resembled a bad 
ease of small- pot, and the furniture looked as though 
it had been indui in awrestle with a Burlington 
County hail-storm. id he walk up to his wife and 
Macken her with the endearing names of all the birds 
and four-footed beaste ? Not much: he marched out 
into the street in his, shirt-sleeves, with but one boot 
on, and that patched over the big toe, Then he went 
galloping up and down, telling every man he met con- 
fidentially ’ that his wife was crazy. Then he went off 
and tried to get her into a private insane asylum ! 
Yes ! he did! the wretch ! 

This article Mr. Landis considered as having 
reference to himself, und at 10 o clock this morn- 
ing he called at the office of the Independent. 
Mr. Carruth was absent, and he sent the office. 
boy to look for him. On his appearance Landis 
presented a slip from the newspaper containing 
the article, and asked if he had published that. 
On Carruth’s answering in the afürmative, 
Landis drew a revolver, and, as Carruth aitempt- 
ed to escape from the room, he shot bim, the 
ball entering the back of the head and lodging 
in the brain. Landis then walked quietly out of 
the office, and surrendered hi to Deputy 
Sheriff Cortis, of Vineland. 

The report of the pistol soon attracted a crowd 
to the spot, and when the facts became known, 
there was intense excitement, so much so that 
the Deputv Sheriff had fears for the safety of 
his prisoner. He quieted the crowd by promis- 
ing a hearing at 2 o'clock, but meaowhile got 
him away to Bridgeport. Sheriff Wilson met the 
party on the road a k charge of the prison- 
er. They reached Bridgeport at 2 o'clock, and 
Landis was lodgedin jail, his wife voluntarily 
accompanying him. He was searched, but no 
weapon was found on him, and he says he does 
not kr ow what pistol u was. He positively re- 
fuses to see any one. 

VINELAND, March 19, 11 p. m.—Carruth is still 
alive, but cannot last long. He lies on a settee 
in the composing-room of the Independent, the 
room in which he was shot. It is on Landis av- 
enue, a few doors from the residence of Landis. 
He has been sensible, and made ail proper dispo- 
sition of his affairs. He says that no words of 
any kind passed between himself and Landis, 
who presented a six-shovter and followed him 
up. Landis, when asked why he did it, told Dr. 
Bidwell it was a duty to God and hu- 
manity. The reports of excitement have 
been much exaggerated, though the regret 
of the community is great. Carruth has a fami- 
ly of a wife and five children living, and is much 
respected in the community. The feud is of 
long standing, but bad been recently quiet. The 
pistol used was an English buli-dog, witha coni- 
cal five-eighths of an inch bullet. The wound 
is at the back of the bad, passing upward, 
portions of the brain exuding.

large amount of business to-day. The following 
bills passed to the order of third reading; House 
bill to change the name of the township of 
Lacroix, Emmet County, to Cross Village; 
Senate manuscript bill to incorporate the Village 


of Stanton, Montcaim County; Senate bill 


amending the act imcorporating the Village of 
Mount Clemens ; Senate bill amending the act to 
revise the charter of the Village of Allegan— 
immediate effect; House bill amending the 
village charter of Banks, Bay County—im- 
mediate effect; House bill to authorize the City 
of Ann Arbor to levy and collect taxes fog a 
specific purpose—immediate effect; House 
bili to consolidate the Teutonial Aid Society and 
the Workmen's Mutual Benefit Association of 
East Saginaw into one corporation, to be called 
the Workruon's Mutual Benefit Association—im- 
mediate effect ; House bill amending the city 
charter of Grand Haven—immediate effect; 
House bill to amend the charter of Saginaw 
City—immediate effect; Senate bill to repeal 
Chap. 84 of the Compiled Laws of 1871, being 
an act to provide and improve the same—imme- 
diate effect ; Senate bill granting and defining 
the powers and duties of incorporated villages— 
immediate effect. 

The House Committee on the Reform School 
reported back the bill making appropriations for 
that institution. They recommended a total of 
$59,500 for the current expenses of 1875-6, for 
lighting the building with gas, purchasing library 
books, new boiler, etc. 

This afternoon the Governor returned House 
bills 126, 111, and 191 without his signature. 
The bills all provided for the construction of 
State roads in northern counties of the State. 
The reason given by the Governor for vetoing 
the bills was that the policy of such legislation 
is unwise and vnconstitutional in his opinion. 
The House reconsidered the vote by which the 
bills were passed. They were then tabled. 

The Senate considered a large number of bills 
in Committee of the Whole to-day. 

The following bills were passed; House bill 
ameoding the city charter of Muskegon; House 
bill to incorporate the Village of Lapeer; House 
bill to iecorporate the Village of Mackinac ; 
House bill amending the city charter 
of Hastings; House bill to incorporate 
the Village of Mt. Ciemens; House bill amend- 
ing the Grand Haven charter ; Senate bill amend- 
ing the Compiled Laws of 1871, relative to of- 
feases against property. All these bills are 
given immediate effect. 

The special Joint Committee of the Senate and 
House, sppointed to investigate the charges 
made against tue Deaf, Dumb, and Blind Asy- 
lum at Flint, reported this afternoon that they 
had made a thorough investigation, and do not 
find the charges sustained by the evidence.

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JOHN MITCHEL, 


An Irish View ef Elis Life. 

„John Mitchel is dead.” Such is the an- 
nouncement sent to America from Ireland 
March 20, 1875. The name and fame of this 
man are u part of the history of two nations. His 
was an eventful life, and his was a pature not 
easily comprehended by those who weré not 
familiar with the peculiar qualities of his mind. 

John Mitchel was born in the County Derry, 
A. D. 1813. The son of am Unitarian minister 
who had been a United Irishman,” he grew up 
in the stern atmosphere of the Irish Republican- 
ism of Ulster, which survived the disasters and 
horrors of 1798. The boy was bright and zeal- 
ous, gifted with a keen satire, and with a 
courage that the power of an Empire 
could not daunt. From the lips of his 
venerable parent, as well as from the traditions 
of his country, he learned to abhor Euglish rule 
in Ireland, and cultivated a haired of English 


domination not surpasesd by any Irishman, iv? 


ing or dead. He was given the benefit of a lib- 
eral education, and, at a proper age, entered the 
office of a lawyer in Beifast, where he soon dis- 
tinguished himself not alone in tise profession he 
had chosen, but also in occasional articles writteu 
on the subject of Irish politics. |

rebel. He hated England after a fashion 
that knew no such word as compromise. 
He did not believe in unarmed monster meet- 


ings,” but bad a sturdy cenfidence in the lighting 
qualities of his countrymen, and hoped that, out 
of the repeal buncombe, something like a manly 
effort for the independence of Ireland might be 
molded.

He took the strong and sensible ground 
that the Enghsh had no claim upon Ireland at 
all, except the robber's claim of brute force, and 
always spoke of Great Britain as the usurper,” 
and the enemy.” 

The voung barrister soon became distinguished 
for the thoroughness of his- views, and formed 
the acquaintance of Charles Gavan Duffy and 
Thomas Davis,—the two men te whose genius 
the brilliant “ Young Ireland” party owed i 
birth. In 1842, the Dublin Wotton was 
by the gentlemen named, in conjunction with 
John B. Dillon; and, soon after, Mitchel became 
a regular contributor, and finally an associate 
writer. His pen was a wonderful power in the 
land, and kindied anew sentiment among the 
Irish masses. The Nation editorials became 

and aggressive. The independent 
Ulsterman, unused to the serfdom which 
bowed Catholic Ireland to the dust, repaid 
every English slur ainst his country 
with ten-fold venom. fhen the WBoglish 
press lied, he exposed the falsehood, Whea 
it threatened, he flung back defiance, When it 
ridiculed, Mitchel returned the compliment with 
a power of vituperation unequaled since the 
days of Swift. O'Connell, whose warm spir- 
it age somewhat cooled, recog, 
nized a master hand at work, 
trembled for the fate of his pet theory of mor- 
al force.” The Nation daily increased in power, 
and seemed to divide Ireland with the great 
Agitator himself. It certainly commanded more 
attention from the educated portion of the Irish 
people, especially the towusmen

A HINT TO 


Beef-Packing fer the Engiish Market. 
Te the Bditor of The Chicage Tribune: 

Muscatine, la., March 19.—My attention was 
called to an article that appeared’ not long ago 
in Tas lum on this subject, and, as it is one 
that I have given a good dea! of atteution to, 1 
thought I would send you a few suggestions on 
this point. While on a visit to Euro some 
half-a-dozen years ago, I was much struck with 
the prejudices that existed in the British market 
against American provisions, and meats in par- 


and I soon found that a good deal ef inferior 
meat was shipped there, and never in such 
shape as the requirements of that market de- 
manded, Tne principal dif'erence that existed 
was in the article of pork, which would not 
fetch much over half what the Irish article 
would in the Liverpool market. Now, I well 
know there was no good reason for prices being 
cut in that way, unless it was in the shape the 
Te investi- 
gate this question, I visited some of the 
slaughter-houses, and soon learned the 
secret; it simply consisted in their 
packing only small hogs, as there was a strong 
prejudice against heavy, fat pork. The British 
market demands a prime article of meat, not 80 
very fat, but well mixed, and this holds good in 
pork as well as in beef; henee the importance of 
our farmers tarning their attention to raising a 
class of hogs whose meat will have that charac- 
ter. It is one of the great points with the Brit- 
ish breeder, and that class of animals will be 
those which will bring the high prices in the fu- 
ture. Animals to be raised and fatied with this 
view should never be stunted, but well fed and 
cared for from first to last. On my return home 
I wrote a good many articies for the Irish Furm- 
era’ Gazelle on this pork question, and called 
the attention of the Irish packers to the fact 
that fortunes might easily be made by coming 
out here, bringing their hands with them who 
were practiced in that trade, and by 


and packing in the manner they were accus- 
tomed. I learn from newspapers from many lo- 
cations that a great many Lrish packers have 
been packing in different places—I believe there 
are several in Chicago. 

Now, what is the -result in placing American 
bacon in the British market in a proper shane to 
meet the demands of that market? I will here 
refer to the markets at different dates, and leave 
the quotations to speak for themselves. I find, 
by the Irish Farmers’ Gazelie, date June . 
1871: Irish flitch bacon, 66 to 70 shillings per 
ont. (112 pounds); American, 44 to 48 shillings 
per cwt.—quite a difference. Now compare these 
prices with the present,—same paper, date 
Feb. 20, 1875: Irish flitch bacon, 66 to 70 shill- 
inge ewt.; American, 50 to 62 shillings. 
Now 2 not this encouraging to the American 
packer? Whtist Irish bacon bas remained the 
same, American bacon has advanced most en- 
couragingly, but these quotations show the 

folly of putting an inferior article on the 
Whilet there is only a difference of 4 
shillings per cwt. in the quality of Irish 
bacon, there is m difference of 12 
shillings in the American article. This 
uestion of the future meat supply for the 
British market is one that is exercising the minds 
of the British statesmen a good deal. John Bull 
must have his beef, no matter from what source 
it comes. In 1867 they started the project of 
putting up canned meats in Australi Some 
sixty cars were sent to London as an experi- 
ment. In less than three years, they amounted 
to a good many millions per annum. So great 
has the consumption of canned meats become, 
that the price of meat has quadrupied in Austra- 
lia, and the question has arisen, where next to 
meet the increasing demand. England is be- 
coming wealthy, and ber operatives demand and 
must have more meat than formerly, and her 
rulers well know that the best meaus to keep an 
Englishman in good humor is to keep him well 
supplied with beef and ale. 

ately sent an article to the Irish Farmers’ 
Gazette calling their attention to the great ad- 
vantages that Chicago presents as a packing 
point. Now, this is a very important subject 
for the merebants of Chicago to consider. 
Never put any but the best meat on the market 
as first-class. A few sharp tricks played in a 
foreign market may damage all future transac- 
tions there, and ereste a prejudice that will take 
years to overcome. Now, as to the effect of 
placing this question properly before the public, 
and stimulating the farmers to greater exertions 
in preparing their animals for market, the offer- 
ing of prizes by the packers for the best lots of 
well-fed cattle, with the flesh well laid on and 
evenly distributed, might work important results 
as to the class of animais to be raised in the fu- 
ture. This idea that an old cow or a broken- 
down steer, when fattened quickly, makes the 
best beef, must be gotten rid ot.

It has been well said that the best 
hope of the West is in starting manufactories, 
dut here is an opportunity for every farmer in 
the land to start a manufactory on his own 

and defy the public carriers to create 
rings against them. Were the corn, oats, 
potatoes, nay, even their wheat, ground up and 
fed to first-class cattle, and those cattle .slaugh- 
tered at convenient points, and shipped to Europe, 
it would soon place the farmers of the West in a 
far different position to what they ocoupy at 
present.

THE COURTS. 
A Novel Point in Bankruptcy Pro- 
ceedings Decided, 


Outbreak of Trouble in the Excelsior 
Stone Company. 


Judgments and New Suits. 


— 


INFORMATION AND BELIEF. 

A decision on a new point in bankruptcy pro- 
ceedings, and of some importance, was rendered 
by Judge Drummond Saturday in the matter of 
the China Tea Company. An involuntary peti- 
tion was fed against the Company with the 
usual allegations, and it was adjudicated bank 
rupt by default, Sept. 18,1874. The Company 
filed its list of creditors subsequently, giving 
among othersthe name of Henry Geiger asa 
creditor to the amount of $6,000. Thereupoa 
Geiger filed a petition to set aside the adjudica- 
tion, claiming that his debt was $12,000, and 
that allowing him that amount the amount repre- 


Company's debts. Geiger alleged in general terms 
that his claim was fraudulently stated, but did 
not show in what particular, nor did he charge 
that there was any fraud in the petition. He 
also claimed, on information and belief, that 
the proceedings were begun by collusion with 
the bankrupts, and that the petitioning creditors 
were not bona ide ones. No grounds, however, 
were stated for bis belief. 

Judge Blodgett refused to get the adjudication 
aside, and a petition for review was tiled before 
Judge Drummond. Ha, however, aflirmed the 
decision of the District Court, holding that 
Geiger's petition was too indefinite in its allega- 
tions, and showed no grounds on which his 
belief was founded. Ip such cases it was nec- 
cessary to state in detail the grounds to prove 
that the belief was reasesable. The petition 
was therefore dismissed. 

THE EXCELSIOR sr COMPANY. 

Gysbert De Clercq, a steckholder in the Ex- 
celsior Stone Company, of Du Page and Lemont, 
med a bill Saturday im the Superior Court 
against Sumuel W. Norton J. L. Norton, L. D. 
Norton, Harriet M. Sager, md Edmund Norton, 
his co-stockholders, to resirain them from act- 
ing under certain by-laws passed by the Com- 
pany March 16 last, De lere states that in 
May, 1872, he, together with Samuel W. Norton 
and Edmund, were engagedin stone-quarrying ; 
that he was general manager of the firm, and 
owner of a one-third imerest. It was then 
agreed to dissolve the parmership and form a 
corporation, to be called the Excelsior Stone 


Company. This was done the three partuers 
holding the whole of the stork, which was valued 
at $75,000, divided into 750 ares of $100 each, 
As a confaderation to complamant for going into 
this new scheme, it was arg ud that a two-thirds 
vote should be necessary to control or decide 
questions that might arise ;tbat complainant 
should bave one sbare more than a one-third 
interest, so that measures cmld not be passed 
without thie concurrence; Gat this one share 
should not be transferable, aid that he should, 
so long as he held this one-third interest, be con- 
tinued as general manager of he Company, 
By-laws were passed subaeuently to the act 
of incorporation which ratifid this contract iu 
all respecis, and affairs went qa prosperously for 
nearly three years, apparenth In 1874 a divi- 
dend of 55 per cent was declard, and in January, 
1875, another dividend of 25 fr cent was made. 
Some time ago, however, Sanuel and Edward 
Morton assigned a part of their slock 
so as to give J. L. Meton 100 shares, 
Harriet M. Sager 15) shees, and L. D. 
Norton 149 shares. This w © for a fraud- 
ulent purpose, as complet | alleges, and

procured abortion. The story that she told is 
substantially as follows: 
A week ago yesterday I went to see Doctress Ihl, 
She lived at Third avenue and Forty-ninth street, 
The woman here present is the woman I went to. 
am a bad woman for telling of her. God will punish 
me, My husband's name is Tyler Curtis. He is in 
San Francisco, He has been there fifteen mouths, I 
went of my own accord to Doctress Ibi, I met Mr. 
ory im the Obureh of the Atonement. He did not 
send. me to Doctress Ibl, He did not know that I 
went, T have told the truth. If I were to go before 
my God this moment I would say the same, I am 21 
years of age, and was bora in California, 

Two other questions. were asked: Who is 
the father of your child?” and she pointed to 
Benjamia Gregory; Who performed the 
operation of infanticide?” and she pointed to a 
gross, ugly picture of Sairey Gamp, who sat in 
the corner between two policemen. 

Four hours afterward Mrs. Curtis was dead. 

The victim was the wife of Tyler Curtis, of 
San Francisco, who was once defeated as candi- 
date for Mayor of that city, and has frequently 
been a member of ite governing commissions. 
She was born ih Francisco twenty- 
four years ago, of an American father 
and Saudwich Island mother. Her father 
was a notary, whose circumstances were 
barely comfortable, The daughter early gave 
evidence of very excey ional m ability, and 
every advantage that the siender means of the 
father afforded were given to its cultivation. 
She grew to be a very pretty girl, and while still 
young accepted in marriage a Mr. Bradshaw, 
whose chief attraction seems to have been his 
wealth. The marriage was very unhappy. They 
lived together, however, until after the birth of 
a daughter, when the husband’s cruelty became 
so intolerable that a divorce was obtained. 

Mrs. Bradshaw, after her release, resumed her 
musieal studies, and performed several success- 


stage. It wasthen that she first attracted Mr. 
Tyler Curtis, a widower with two children. He 
was wealthy, and very popular asa politician, 
and these considerations so far overbore his 
family incgmbrances and free-living propensities 
that she accepted. his offer of marriage. Very 
soon after they were wedded Curtis took his 
wife to Europe to give her the benefit of the 
highest musical education. They spent several 
months abroad, she studying Italian and music, 
and he, as she has since averred, devoting him- 
self almost exclusively to drinking. Before she 
had finished her proposed musical course, re- 
verses of fortune compelled its discontinuance, 
and they returned to this country, They landed 
in New York in straightened circumstances. 
Promising to have them join him im a few 
months at the furthest, the husband left his 
wife aod daughters in ladgings here, and went 
to San Francisoo alone. 

Sufficient funds for the family’s maintenance 
were remitted at first, and the correspondence 
was reguiar. Mrs. Curtis meanwhile was dili- 
geat iu her musical studies. Six months passed, 
and remittances from San Francisco came too 
infrequently to support the wife and her step- 
daughters. The husbaud’s neglect grew so mark- 
ed that she mentioned it in correspondence with 
her father and begged him to ascertain its 
cause. The answer came that Tyler Curtis was 
throwing bimself away so persistently that she 
had better forget bim altogether, Thrown thus 
upon her own resources she tried to make her 
musical talenta available. Every effort in her 
power was made to secure operatic engagements. 
The only success.she attained was to attract the 
interest of Max Strakosch, who recogoized her 
voice ag one which with cultivation could be 
made profitable. He undertook the direction of 
her musical studies, and secured Isani for her 
teacher. 

Mrs. Curtis was reserved on the subject of her 
necessities. She pressed forward her studies 
while going every day deeper in debt for the 
maintenance of herself and her two step-daugh- 
ters. Mr. Strakosch discouraged any local musi- 
cal engagements, although several such were of- 
fered. It seemingly was his intention to ob- 
scure bis musica) star until he could startle New 
York with the added glory of foreign name and 
reputation, Engagements in Ahmed and 
other performances were declined, although she 
and her step-daughters were breakfasting on 
coffee meide over the gas jet in their narrow 
attic apartments. Mr. Strakosch, it is said, 
promised to take her to Europe this month, and, 
confident of a successful deput there, she was 
to reappear in New York asestar of greater 
magnitude even than Nilsson and Albani. It 
was this hope that eheered her in her bitter 
poverty. 

In her intercourse with musical people Mrs. 
Ourtis came in contact with Benjamin Gregory, 
of 324 West Twenty-third atreet,a son of the 
late Dudley 8. 94 of Jersey City, Heisa 
man of great inherited wealth. His ruling pas- 
sion is music, Although Mrs, Curtis’ wonderful 
voices attracted him greatly, he was even 
more struck by her piquant manners, She con- 
trived to give even to her poverty the attrac- 
tiveness of Bohemian ways, and Gregory sought 
her company frequently. Ascertaining from 
chance remarks how destitute she was, he con- 
trived in delicate ways to furnish her with funds 
for immediate ceeds. When apartments at No. 
12 Union square were advertised, he paid arrears 
at ber former lodgings, and paid the rent of the 
attic in which she died. He made a vacancy for 
her ip the choir of the Church of the Atone- 
ment, of which he is organist, and so lighteved 
the load of poverty for ber, In their subse- 

vent companionship Mrs. Curtis acquainted 

r. Gregory with her bistory. Their iutimacy 
began three months ago. its result became ap- 
parent about a month ago. It was @ more bitter 
trial than she bad experienced in poverty, for it 
struck at the very root of her professioual plans 
and ambitions. Concealment was scarcely pogsi- 
ble with two of her busband’s children depend- 
ent upou her, but even this consideration was 
less potent than the death-blow that it carried to 
her musical aspirations. She decided upon in- 
fanticide, despite the protest of the partner of 
her shame.

The highest average oost per scholar to the 
public fund per school year in this country is at 
Francisco, but there pupils have all a full 
day at school—from five to six hours daily. Chi- 
cago comes next in expense, and when the schol- 
ars are averaged, they are all supposed to have a 
full day. When all those who go two hours are 
counted, as they should be, it will pe found that 
Chicago pupils cost more than any other on 
this continent, or in the world, and, as you ob- 
serve from my statement, progress slower. 
These children are now of no use, and should be 
kept in school all the time. It is possiple that 
in two or three years more they may be com- 
pelled to go out and earn their living as cash or 
errand boys. The writer of this was obliged by 
circumstances to leave school for work when 12 

years old, and has ever since been at work hel 
ing his father’s family or his own. Had he 
progressed no faster when at school than his 
children in the boasted schools of the present 
day, be would all his life have been subjected to 
the hardest of toil. There isa new school near 
Twenty-seventh street and Wentworth avenue, 
which, I understand, the School Board is making 
no effort to complete. This has been expected 
by parents to relieve the Douglas, but there m 
no such prospect. And wouldn't it be well 
to teach children who may possibly be thrown 
out to work in a short time, reading 
writing, spelling, geography, and arithmetio ? 
The progress in drawing is ridiculous. As re- 
gards music, the mother of my children, who is 
a musician of education, and who has as correct 
am ear as there is in the city, says they eannot 
possibly sing correctly ; neither of them being 
able to carry even part of a tune. She bas tried 
and tried to teach them ever the easiest of Sun- 
day-school songs, but without avail.

To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune: 

Cx1caco, March 20.—I notice that several oor- 
respondents ha ve been arguing tie advisability 
of abandoning the eastern division of the South 
Park in view of the enormous amount of the 
verdict lately given by the jury in the condemna- 
tion cases. This seems practicable in 
the present position of the park, and would be 
unjust to the surrounding land-owners, who 
have paid large assessments. A plar, however, 
has occurred to me which would give those land- 
owners nearly all the benefit they could get if 
the present scheme were carried out, and would 
materially lighten the burden of assesements. My 
plan is to make a boulevard, say 300 feet wide, on 
the north, west, and south cides of the 
present park, and « handsome drive 
along the lake shore; and then 
lay out the remaining land inside the boulevards 
into lots for building purposes. Dividing this 
land into lots 200 feet deep, with streets 100 feet 
wide, there would be a frontage of some 80.000 
feet, and the sale of this would yield a sum 
which would in a reasonable time com- 
plete {the whole system of parks and boule- 
vards in a manner far beyond what could be ac- 
complished under the preseat arrangement, It 
seems to me that this plan would still leave up- 
wards of 500 acres of park, and would give the 
city the finest boulevards io the country, and it 
could be carried to completion in one-third of 
the time necessary to carry out the present 
plans. I offer this suggestion for the considera-

THE FACTS OF THE CASE, 
so far as developed last night, are as follows:

He registered himself Andreas Hummer, 
City,” and was assigned to Room 126, for which 
be pad 81. Sunday, the chambermaid 
knocked at the door several times, and, although 
receiving no answer, dd not suspect that any- 


thing was wrong, as itis frequently the case, and 


especially so on Sunday mornings, that guests 
lie abed until late in the day. Towards 
evening, however, the rules of the house 
required that the room should be 
vacated, as it had been engaged only for the one 
night. A porter was ent up, and, not being able 
to obtain auy reply by knocking, was instructed 
to get into the room by means of the transom. 
He did so, and found Hummer lying upon his 
side in bed, his heal resting io blood that 
had soaked into ithe pillow, aod in an 
ancenseions conditon, although breathing 
faintly.

Baxter, in which he characterizes every state- 
ment of the complaint, which imputes to him 
any fraud, conspiracy, or wrong in respect of 
the Emma Mine, or of the sale thereof, or in re- 
spect to any ofthe matters contained in the 
complaint, untrue, of his own knowledge; and 
upon information and belief, be says that every 
statement in the complaint imputing any fraud 
or other wrong to the other defendants, or either 
of them, is also untrue; that he has a complete 
and perfect defense to their action, and intends 
to make such defense at the trial; that the 

laintiff is a foreign corporation, organized in 

ondon in November, 1871, and that the sale of 
the Emma Mine was made before January, 1872. 
the shareholders well knowing all the facts, and 
nearly a year after the mine was inspected by a 
committee of the officers and shareholders, who 
expressed their entire satisfaction therewith.
